A dagger (1) indicates that application should be made to the 
Department, Bureau, or Division issuing the document, a double dagger (f) 
indicates that the document is not obtainable, and whenever additional in- 
formation concerning the method of procuring a document seems necessary 
it will be found under the name of the Bureau. The Senate and House docu- 
ments and reports are issued in limited editions and, unless otherwise indicated, 
may be obtained only through Members of Congress.

NOTES OF GENERAL INTEREST 


Compilation of the revised statutes and codes of Porto Rico, embracing 
eertain Spanish laws still in force in Porto Rico, the acts of the Legislative | 
Assembly of Porto Rico from Dec. 3, 1900, to Mar. 9, 1911, omitting all private, 
special, temporary, and local acts and laws which do not constitute a part of 
the general and permanent legislation of the Island of Porto Rico; together 
with the organic laws of the Island of Porto Rico, being the treaty of peace 
with Spain, and acts of Congress having special reference to Porto Rico. Com- 
piled in the Bureau of Insular Affairs, War Department. Washington: Govern- 
ment Printing Office. 1913. This is not an abbreviation of the title of this 
large work. It is all of it, and the volume is worthy of its title. Its size is 
large octavo, the pages being of the same dimensions as those of the United 
States Statutes at large, and there are 1,682 of them, on thick paper, making a 
book 43 inches through. Owing to the fact that the paper has a large propor- 
tion of rag stock, the book is not so heavy as its proportions would indicate. 
In paper covers it weighs only 83 pounds and when bound about 9 pounds. 
Muscular persons can handle it with ease. Others will probably wish it had 
been bound in two volumes. It is sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 
$3.25 in cloth binding. 

The new regulations governing the uniform of officers and employees of the 
Public Health Service may not be ready for distribution for a month yet. 

Bureau publication 5 of the Children’s Bureau is Part 1 of the Handbook of 
Federal statistics of children. This part is designed to answer the questions 
“How many children of each class are there?” and “ Where are they?” Its 
specific title is: Number of children in the United States, with their sex, age, 
race, nativity, parentage, and geographic distribution. Its statistics are drawn 
from the returns of the 18th census, but recast in tables bringing out the 
features indicated by the title. Other parts are planned for future publica- 
tion, relating to the proportion of children, the birth rate and infant mortality, 
illiteracy and school attendance, child labor, and the defective, dependent, and 
delinquent children. The number of persons under 15 years old, in the whole 
country, is 29,499,136, by the census figures, which for various reasons the 
‘Children’s Bureau considers in some particulars of questionable accuracy. 
New York has most children, 2,488,621. Seven States have more than 1,000,000 
children each. These are New York, Pennsylvania, Illinois, Texas, Ohio, 
Georgia, and Missouyi. Bureau publication 5 is sold by the Superintendent 
of Documents at 10 cents a copy. 

The publications of the Children’s Bureau apparently “supply a long-felt 
want,” at any rate they are in active demand. Bureau publication 3, Baby- 
saving campaigns, a preliminary report on what American cities are doing to 
prevent infant mortality (15 cents), is already in its third edition. It includes 
prints in many languages of a circular on summer care of babies. Bureau 
publication 4, Prenatal care (5 cents) is now in its second edition. All of the 
publications of the Children’s Bureau are on sale by the Superintendent of 


Documents. 
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The Agriculture Department’s Monthly list of publications for September 
announces that the Farmers’ bulletins entitled Agricultural outlook will be 
issued only three or four times a year. This is a timely announcement, for 
the supposition that they were to be issued monthly has somehow spread 
abroad. They will supersede the monthly Crop reporter in the sense that they 
will supply similar information, but they will not be the same in frequency of 
issue. 

The information given in the July Monthly catalogue, that the International 
list of radio stations of the world could be secured by remitting 50 cents to 
Berne, was official, and presumably correct at the time, but is not so at present. 
The present price is 60 cents, and does not include postage, for which 24 cents 
must be added for one copy, 32 cents for two copies, and 48 cents for either three 
or four copies. Eighty cents more will insure receipt of the amendatory sup- 
plements postpaid for the coming year. Specify the English edition and remit 
by international money order to the International Bureau of the Telegraphic 
Union (Radio-telegraphic Service), Berne, Switzerland. An additional remit- 
tance of 36 cents to the same address will secure the International list of call 
letters, postpaid, and 80 cents more will bring (also postpaid) all supplements 
to July, 1916. These international publications make no note of amateur sta- 
tions. The list of Radio stations of the United States, sold by the Superintend- 
ent of Documents at 15 cents, includes amateur as well as official stations. 

The Post Office Department announces a reduction in the prices of maps of 
rural delivery routes from 10 cents to 5 cents, and of county maps, showing 
all the free delivery routes in the county, from 50 cents to 20 cents. These are 
substantial reductions, and really amount to something, the demand for these 
maps being large. They are sold by the Disbursing Clerk of the Department. 

No. 178 (not 179 as stated in page 105 of the September Monthly catalogue) 
is the number of the Senate document of the 68d Congress describing the 
Levantine grape, which is better known as the currant of commerce. 

The full official report of the Proceedings of the 8th International Prison 
Congress, held at Washington, Oct. 2-8, 1910, was not published by the Govern- 
ment of the United States, but has been printed in French at Berne, Switzerland, 
under the editorship of Dr. Guillaume, Director of the Bureau of Statistics, and 
formerly General Secretary of the Congress, by whom they will be distributed 
from Berne. The subscription of members of the Congress was $5.00, which 
entitles them to a full set of the Proceedings. There is also an abstract in 
English which may be had on application to the American Secretary, Mr. 
P. J. Byers, Newark. N. J., or the Treasurer, Mr. H. H. Shirer, Columbus, Ohio. 
Price $5.00. The substance of the proceedings is given in House document 52, 
63d Congress, 1st session, a condensed report filed with the State Department, 
in 1911 by Professor Charles Richmond Henderson, President of the Congress, 
but not ordered printed until May 28, 1918. Price 5 cents. 

Geological Survey Bulletin 538, Geologic reconnoissance of the Circle quad- 
rangle, Alaska, which was announced in the Survey’s September list of new 
publications as having been issued, is not to be published till December 15. 

The Mines Bureau has issued Part 2 of Bulletin 22, completing its treatment 
of the subject Analyses of coals in the United States, with descriptions of mine 
and field samp‘es collected between July 1, 1904, and June 30, 1910. Part 1 
contains the anatyses, Part 2 the descriptions. The completed bulletin fills 
1200 pages. The Superintendent of Documents can supply the complete Bulletin, 
both parts, for 85 cents. 

Water-supply paper 334, United States Geological Survey, is also 63d Con- 
gress, 2d session, House document 421, the Survey print and the Congressional 
print coming to hand within a day or two of each other. As the 2d session of 
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the 63d Congress will not begin till December, the Congressional number slightly 
anticipates the almanac, but as the subject matter is of immediate interest 
the small chronological discrepancy will no doubt be overlooked. The title is 
the Ohio Valley floud of Mar.—Apr. 1913. It is a report of decided interest and 
value. While it does not pretend to offer an off-hand safeguard against like 
disasters, it does point out many existing contributory causes which it is 
possible to remove, and also shows that it is the work of years to gauge the 
rivers and tributaries and thus ascertain their average flow and their probable 
storm flow, but until these data have become known it is not possible to plan all 
needed precautions. 

Labor Statistics Bureau Bulletin 182 is also no. 10 of the Retail prices and 
cost of living series. It gives retail prices (which are the only prices known 
to the greater part of the people), 1890 to June, 1913, thus covering the periods 
of lowest as well as of highest prices within the experience of the present gen- 
eration. The difference between the top and the bottom rates is startling when 
the comparison is made. Can we ever come down again from our present dizzy 
height? 

The Mines Bureau is publishing a. Monthly statement of coal-mine fatalities 
in the United States. The August statistics are the latest published, and show 
230 deaths from coal-mine accidents against 211 for the same month in 1912. 
For the first eight months of 1912 the fatalities were 1,589, and for the same 
months in 1913 they were 1,673. It appears therefore that this terrible destruc- 
tion of human life is increasing instead of decreasing. The publication of the 
distressing facts by the Mines Bureau should do much to convince mine- 
owners, legislators, and the general public of the necessity of requiring further 
measures of precaution, a humane work in which the United States Mines 
Bureau is a leader. 

The Agriculture Department has published for free distribution a handy 
11-page list of publications of that Department “of interest to farm women.” 
Its alphabetical arrangement makes it easy of consultation. 

The Comptroller of the Currency’s 1911 edition of the National-bank act as 
amended und other laws relating to national banks has been reprinted as Sen- 
ute document 197, 68d Congress, Ist session. Price, 15 cents. 

The Annual report of the Office of Experiment Stations for the fiscal year 1912 
was published Sept. 30, 1913, and is for sale by the Superintendent of Docu- 
ments at 30 cents in paper, 45 cents in cloth. 

The Department of Commerce has a wide and important field of duty, which 
is historically and interestingly described in a pamphlet of 63 pages recently 
issued under the title The Department of Commerce, July 1, 1913. 

The Education Bureau Library resumed after the summer vacation its 
Monthly record of current educational publications with the October number. 
From the Superintendent of Documents, 5 cents. 

The Superintendent of Documents has on sale a new print of the Constitution 
of the United States, including the two new amendments, Article 16, legalizing 
the income tax, and Article 17, providing for the election of United States Sena- 
tors by direct vote of the people instead of by the legislatures. Price, 5 cents. 

New serials which came to hand in October are Decisions of the Comptroller 
of the Treasury, vol. 19; Annual report, 1912, Office of Experiment Stations; 
Farmers’ bulletin 560, which is the second issue in the Agricultural outlook 
series; Interstate Commerce Commission’s Decisions, vol. 27. 

No. 12, Bulletin of the Department of Agriculture (10 cents), a contribution 
from the Forest Service, is one of a series entitled Uses of commercial woods 
of the United States, the subtitle of this number being Beech, birches, and 
maples. While most of the species included under these general terms are 
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going the way of American forest trees generally, the paper birch, known also 
as the canoe birch, white birch, silver birch, and large white birch, is one of 
the very few American species having now a stronger hold on life than when 
America was discovered. It is spoken of as a “fire tree” because of its habit 
of pushing in and occupying the vacant spaces left by forest fires. Some tracts 
thus taken possession of within a century or half a century cover hundreds of 
square miles. This is the tree which supplies material for birchbark canoes. 
Concerning these remarkable boats several remarkable facts are related in this 
bulletin. Beech, birches, and maples are the most characteristic of the Amer- 
ican hardwoods and this account of them has a general as well as a special 
interest. 

The National Association of Railway Commissioners held its annual conven- 
tion for 1913 in Washington the last week in October. It has been the custom 
in previous years for the Government Printing Office to print a daily report of 
the proceedings of this convention, but this was not done this year, nor will the 
consolidated report of the proceedings for 1913 be printed by the Government. 
This year’s volume will be issued by the American Law Reporting Company, 
115 Broadway, New York. 

Navigation Bureau, Commerce Department, which publishes annually a List 
of the radio stations in the United States, will also publish quarterly supple- 
ments to this list, thus keeping it as nearly up to date as possible. The quar- 
terly supplements will be sold by the Superintendent of Documents. 

The 1912 Annual report of the board of regents of the Smithsonian Institu- 
tion is now on sale by the Superintendent of Documents at 85 cents in the 
familiar green cloth binding. The General appendix of scientific miscellanies 
seems this year to be of unusual importance and interest. 

The hearings of the Senate Banking and Currency Committee on the Federal 
reserve act fill more than 3,000 printed pages. They have been indexed, and 
published in three volumes. 

An index to the reports made by the House Judiciary Committee during the 
nine Congresses beginning with the 54th (1895) and ending with the 62d (1913) 
has been printed in a pamphlet of 93 pages. 

The House Judiciary Committee has published an interesting hearing held on | 
House joint resolution 15, which proposes to so amend the Constitution as to 
permit the President to veto separate items in appropriation bills. An appended 
statement shows that in thirty-five of the forty-eight States the Governors have 
this power, and in most of the larger States have had it for a long time—in 
New York twenty years, in Pennsylvania forty years, in Illinois forty-three 
years, in Ohio sixty years. In the States where this is the rule it is regarded 
as an important safeguard against log-rolling schemes and improper appro- 
priations generally. 

While the weekly edition of the Treasury decisions contains all the decisions 
under the internal revenue laws as well as those under the customs laws, and 
did contain also the decisions of the Commerce Court when there was a Com- 
merce Court, the semiannual bound volume of customs decisions contains only 
decisions under the customs laws, the decisions under the internal revenue laws 
being published in a separate bound volume, as the Commerce Court decisions 
also were. 

Among the manuscripts in the Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau 
awaiting publication are Special consular reports on vehicles other than motor 
vehicles; also, similar reports on clocks, watches, and jewelry; also, on candy, 
chocolate, and cocoa products. 

Miscellaneous series 10, Foreign and Domestic Commerce Bureau, will give 
information as to foreign periodicals thought to be most suitable for adver- 
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tising American goods. The names of the papers in South American countries 
will be given, with the amount of their circulation, their subscription price, 
and advertising rates, also general data as to the character of the fields covered 
by the papers listed. 


A BUSINESS MEN’S MANUAL 


Business men are learning the many practical uses to which the latest edition 
of the Street directory of the principal cities of the United States, compiled by 
the Post Office Department, and sold by the Superintendent of Documents at 
$1.00 a copy, may be put in facilitating the mail work which is nowadays so 
large a part of all important businesses. 


The Directory contains the names of the streets, avenues, courts, places, . 


lanes, roads, wharves, and so forth to which mail is delivered in the 1,277 
principal cities of the United States. The names of the suburban places to 
which mail is delivered by carrier from the principal cities are also given. The 
lowest and highest numbers in each street are placed opposite the name of that 
street. The named streets, avenues, etc., are arranged in alphabetical order, 
as are also the cities. The numbered streets are in numerical order. 

The numerous uses to which the Directory is put in locating imperfect 
addresses, ete., are illustrated by samples given in the Directory itself. 
Instances are: 

An address to a number in Colyton street, no name of place given. The 
Directory shows that there is but one Colyton street, and that in Los Angeles, 
California. 

An address to Woodward ave., between Grand River ave. and State, without 
place, was determined to belong to Detroit, because that is the only city having 
all three of the streets named. 

A letter addressed to Cor. 9th and Almonte ave., Washington, D. C., did not 
belong there, because, though that city, like many others, has a 9th st., it has 
no Almonte ave., the only one being in Grand Forks, North Dakota. 

A letter addressed to 2022 Jefferson place, without city, was determined to 
belong to Baltimore, because, while 11 cities have Jefferson places, no other has 
one with so high a number. 

Many large concerns keep sets of city directories, but they do not help when 
the only address given is Jacob Johannis, Aloe st. The Street directory, how- 
ever, shows at once that there are but two Aloe streets, one in Pittsburgh and 
one in Providence. One or the other of these city directories should therefore 
locate Mr. Johannis. Thus the Street directory serves as an index to the city 
directories. 

Making due allowance for the percentage of changes which are going on in 
our growing cities, the Street directory supplies an amazing quantity of accurate 
information of a kind not to be obtained elsewhere in a single volume. Any- 
body who uses it will be certain to find the names of streets in his own town 
that he never heard of before. The Street directory is a large quarto volume 
of over 900 pages, well bound in dark green buckram. 


THE DISCONTINUED AGRICULTURAL SERIES 


The libraries of course know that the different bureau series of bulletins and 
circulars in the Agriculture Department have been or are to be discontinued, 
but it is necessary for them to know just where these series come to an end— 
that is, what are the final numbers in each series. 

This information is now in most cases available, and is presented herewith.

--Biological Survey Bureau—last bulletin, 45; last circular, 94. 
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‘Chemistry Bureau—last bulletin, 166; last circular, 115.

Publications Division—last bulleiin, 10; last circular, 19. 

“Soils Bureau--last bulletin, 96; last circular, 79. 

v Statistics Bureau—last bulletin, 103; last circular, 47; last number of monthly 
Crop reporter, June, 1913. 

“Weather Bureau—last numbered bulletin, 44; last lettered bulletin, Z. Bul- 
letins Y and Z are still in press. They relate to the floods of 1912 and 1918. 

It is not to be inferred from the discontinuance of the bulletin and circular 

series under the names of the various agricultural bureaus that the activities 

of these bureaus are to cease. All of the bureaus continue to be at least as 

active and productive as ever. The changes that have been made are changes 

in the methods and forms of publication much more than in the substance or 

purpose of the printed output of the Department. Present indications are that 

agricultural research and the publication of its resulis are to be even more ener- 

getically and profitably prosecuted than heretofore. 


A QUESTION OF EDITIONS 


Immigration laws, rules of Noy. 15, 1911, was issued in January, 1912. The 
same publication, with amendments, 2d edition, appeared in May, 1912. A 3d 
edition, with amended footnotes, was published in August, 1912. Another print 
of this last-named publication, with amendments, and designated as 2d edition, 
was issued under the printed date Mar. 10, 1913, and entered in the April 
Monthly catalogue. The same publication, without amendment, was reprinted 
later in May, 19138, as 4th edition. A fifth issue, dated Sept. 9, 1918, is called 
1st edition. The reason for calling this a 1st edition instead of a 5th edition is 
stated to be that it is the first publication of the Immigration laws made by au- 
thority of the present Commissioner General of Immigration. This seems a 
natural enough reason, but when it comes to be considered it will be seen that 
it amounts to numbering the official insterd of the publication. 

President Wilson did not find it necessary to start a new set of numbers 
for his proclamations and Executive orders. He continued the same series 
that had been begun by Presidents Roosevelt and Taft. President Taft’s last 
proclamation is numbered 12386, President Wi'son’s first, 12837. President Taft’s 
last Executive order is no. 1748, President Wilson’s first, 1744. 

The various editions of the Immigration laws are sent, by requirement of law, 
to nearly 500 official libraries, which must arrange the publications received in 
such order that they may be readily found when wanted. With two ist edi- 
tions, one published in 1912 and the other in 1913, and two 2d editions, showing 
the same discrepancy, with a 1st edition of a later date than the 4th edition, 
and a 2d edition following the 3d edition, it will be seen that the work of the 
librarian remote from Washington, and consequently from official explanation, 
is made needlessly hard and confusing. 

This is the only reason why the Monthly catalogue thinks it necessary to 
print this note. The Catalogue is the official medium between the depository 
libraries and the Government publishing bureaus, and the libraries look to the 
Catalogue to straighten out for them those things in the public documents which 
on the surface appear tangled and troublesome. 
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HYGIENE AND DEMOGRAPHY TRANSACTIONS 


Transactions of the Fifteenth International Congress on Hygiene and Demog- 
raphy, Washington, Sept. 23-28, 1912, has been in course of publication ever 
since the adjournment of the Congress, and is now nearly complete. It is 
in six volumes, of which vols. 2-6 are published, vol. 1 being still in press. 
Though the number of volumes is but six, the number of books is nine, vols. 1, 
3, and 5, each being published in two parts, each part being a separate book. 
Vols. 2 and 4 are each in two parts, but in these cases the two parts are bound 
together in one volume. 

The Transactions have been printed at the Government Printing Office, on 
the order of the State Department. The edition is 4,000 copies, the larger part 
having been taken up in advance of publication by the membership of the Con- 
gress. This body has supervised the publication, and is supervising the distri- 
bution, through its Secretary General, Dr. John S. Fulton, who has offices in 
the Maltby Building, Washington, D. C. A few sets are for sale at this address, 
at $5.00 a set. 

The Transactions will not be sold by the Superintendent of Documents. It is 
believed that vol. 1 will be published in November. 


IMPRINTS IN PUBLIC DOCUMENTS 


Of course all librarians know, but some other readers may not, that the im- 
print on the title-page of a book is the modest little signboard at the very foot 
of the page, usually of three lines, the first line showing the place where the 
book was published, which is often not the place where it was printed—the 
second line, the name of the person or firm by which it was published; that is, 
the promoter and proprietor of the book, the one who supplies the manuscript 
to the printer and who is legally responsible for any statements that it may 
contain; the third line is the date of publication. This may also be the date of 
the printing, but often it is not. A book is not published when it is printed. 
It is only published when it is made accessible to the public by being put on 
sale or otherwise distributed. 

This form and this location of the imprint are established by long custom and 
by almost universal usage. It is true this was not always the rule. For many 
years books were printed without any title-pages at all, but the present custom 
has prevailed for several generations, not only in this country, but also in other 
civilized countries. Sometimes the printer’s name is given also, but not on the 
title-page. On the back or verso of the title-page is the usual place for the 
printer’s bit of advertising. 

The most notable example anywhere in the world of departure from the 
almost universal custom as to imprints is found in the public documents of 
the United States. The custom of taking to themselves the place of the im- 
print, which really belongs to the publishing bureau or department by which 
the contents of the books are provided and the printing ordered and paid for, 
was begun by the early printers, and, owing to what Dr. Chas. A. Cutter, the 
veteran librarian, once called “the inertia prevailing in Government offices,” 
has been continued to the present day. Not trying to go back beyond easy 
verification, and therefore beginning at no. 1 of the “sheep set,” of which we 
believe there are perhaps half a dozen complete sets besides the one in the 
Documents Office, we find these early Congressional printers usurping the place 
of the imprint for their own exploitation: 1817, E. DeKraft; 1819, Gales and 
Seaton; 1827, Duff Green; 1837, Blair and Rives; 1845, Ritchie and Heiss; 
1848, Tippin and Streeper; 1854, Beverly Tucker. These were all Congres- 
sional printers, but there were many others who were Departmental printers, 
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like Jonathan Elliot, Peter Force, and J. and S. Gideon, and they all took 
possession of the imprint place. When the Government Printing Office was 
established, in 1861, it simply followed the usage which it found in existence, 
and from that day to this the imprint on nearly all public documents has been 
** Washington: Government Printing Office. (date).” 

In recent years the unnecessary punctuation marks have been omitted from 
all parts of many document title-pages, including the imprints. But in almost 
all cases the printer’s imprint has remained in the position which in all general 
literature is occupied by the imprint of the publisher. To this usurpation of 
the imprint position is due one of the most distinguishing and disfiguring 
features of the public documents. This is the transfer of the imprint (and often 
of other matter also) of the publishing bureaus to the top of the title-page, 
thus committing another usurpation, that of the place belonging to the actual 
title by which the book must be known and identified. According to all sound 
principles and practice of book making, the titlhe—the actual descriptive title 
of the contents of the work—is entitled to the first and most conspicuous place 
on the title-page. To anticipate it and obscure it by other matter is to impair 
the value of the work. Yet one may find an important series of public docu- 
ments in which no less than seven lines on the title-pages precede the actual 
titles of the publications. Such title-pages are embarrassing to all readers, and 
are especially embarrassing to librarians, who are supposed in their printed and 
ecard catalogues to carry exact transcripts of the title-pages in order to insure 
absolute identification of the publications which are catalogued. 

It may be laid down as an almost absolute rule, that nothing whatever should 
precede the real title on a title-page. 

A talented editor of long experience in editing the publications of one of the 
most extensive publishing bureaus of the Government was once asked why he 
put so much “stuff” at the top of his title-pages preceding the actual title. 
His reply was “ Because I don’t know where else to put it.” It was a very 
candid reply, but if the printer had not usurped the imprint space naturally 
belonging to the publishing bureau, he would have instinctively used that place 
for the “stuff” with which (the imprint space not being available) he bur- 
dened and disfigured the tops of his title-pages. He might much better have 
used the middle of the page than the top. 

All of this preliminary talk has been drawn out by the “ break” which the 
Agriculture Department has made in the cover-title of its new magazine, the 
Journal of agricultural research. It has reclaimed the imprint space at the 
foot of the page which properly belongs to it, and though it does not follow the 
orthodox erder of an imprint (place, publisher, date), but gives the name of 
the publisher, Department of Agriculture, first, and the place, Washington, D. C., 
second, carrying the third member of the imprint, the date, away up to the top 
of the page, still the repossession of the imprint space is a distinct step in 
advance and may lead to others. 

One other such step is, indeed, already in evidence. The Journal of agricul- 
tural research discards the period (called by printers “full stop”) in all 
unnecessary places, thus coming into agreement with the usage of the Library 
of Congress, the Standards Bureau. and the Public Documents Office, and into 
very marked disagreement with the former usage of the Agriculture Department. 
The purpose of the period is to indicate the end of sentences. In continuous 
text, or, in printers’ phrase, “ running matter,” it is of course necessary. But 
where the adjustment of the type, as in title-pages, running titles, chapter 
headings, and “center heads” of all kinds, sufficiently indicates the end of 
sentences, then the period is not only unnecessary but a blemish, like any other 
unnecessary thing in printing. This blemish is entirely absent from the Journal 
of agricultural research. 
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PRIVATE CREDITS IN PUBLIC DOCUMENTS 


A recently published document of the United States Government assigns 
credits to its various directors, authors, assistant authors, and editors, with 
more than the usual particularity. Thus we learn that the field records from 
which the discharge data were prepared were collected under the direction of A., 
district engineer, assisted by B., C., D., E., F., G., and H. The ratings were 
prepared by A., district engineer (previously mentioned), B., hydraulic engineer 
(also previously mentioned), and D., assistant engineer (also previously men- 
tioned). The computations were made by A. and D. (both twice previously 
mentioned), assisted by I., J.. K., and L. The rainfall maps were prepared by 
M., geographer. The outline and general plan of the report were made by N., 
under whose direction the studies were made and the completed data prepared 
for publication, by A. (thrice previously mentioned), and D. (also thrice 
previously mentioned). Finally, the patient reader is informed that the docu- 
ment was edited by O. 

No credit is given in the publication to a certain mythical gentleman, widely 
known as Uncle Sam, who paid all of these good scientists for their time and 
trouble in making the excellent report. . 

This minute apportioning of credit to those Government employees who join 
in producing scientific reports no doubt proceeds from the kindest motives and 
is grateful to the feelings both of those who bestow it and those who receive 
it. It is an exchange of what a late lamented newspaper man once called “ soul 
butter.” It is apparently a growing custom, and there may be danger that 
some time in the future it will be overdone. It is a matter of course that in all 
literary productions there must be considerable cooperation. Walt Whitman 

yas perhaps the only author of nute who supplied the mechanical skill as well 
as the poetical genius in the production of his chief work, and even he no doubt 
had to buy his paper and hire his presswork done. Though everybody must 
know that there is necessarily much cooperation in all literary undertakings, 
one does not expect to see the names of all the cooperators announced in every 
volume or monograph. ‘This is one of several peculiarities of the United 
States public documents which differentiate them from most unofficial publica- 
tions. It is to be said, however, that scientific writings, even when unofficial, 
are more scrupulous in giving credit to all to whom it is thought due than is 
the custom in writings of other kinds. So long as it is not permitted to degen- 
erate into personal advertising at public expense, perhaps the Government can 
afford to spare the time and pay the cost of space for a reasonable amount of 
credit-giving in its public documents. 

The experience of the Documents Office as the salesman of public documents 
enables it to say with some confidence that these personal credits are rather 
thrown away on the average citizen. So far from caring which scientist made 
the computations or the ratings, he does not, as a rule, care even to know from 
which bureau the document comes. All he wants to know is that it is “a 
Government book.” If it is that, the average citizen has confidence in it and 
does not care to inquire into the details of its production. 


IMPORTANT NEW PERIODICAL 


The sale price of the Journal of agricultural research, the new magazine of 
the United States Agriculture Department, has been fixed at 25 cents a num- 
ber and $2.50 a volume. Twelve numbers will make a volume, but it is not 
promised that they will be regularly issued on any special day in the month. 
Order from the Superintendent of Documents. The statement appearing on 
page 88 of no. 1, that the price is 15 cents, is erroneous. 
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This Journal is the periodical in which the results of the technical researches 
of the scientific bureaus of the Department are to be published hereafter, thus 
keeping the popular bulletins free from matter which might be unintelligible to 
the average reader. 

The first number contains three fully illustrated technical articles, under the 
following titles: Citrus ichangensis, a promising hardy new species from south- 
western China and Assam, by Walter T. Swingle, plant physiologist ; Cysticercus 
ovis, the cause of tapeworm cysts in mutton, by B. H. Ransom, zoologist; The 
serpentine leaf-miner, by F. M. Webster and T. H. Parks, entomologists. 

In a one-page Foreword Dr. Galloway, Assistant Secretary of Agriculture, 
emphasizes the belief that “‘ further improvement in agriculture calls for con- 
tinued investigation of the most accurate and thorough nature.” He also inti- 
mates that the papers published in the Journal will be separately reprinted and 
“a liberal distribution” of them made to “interested specialists,’ while the 
Journal in its entirety will be sent to “special libraries and institutions which 
make suitable exchanges.” 

The first few numbers will contain papers from the Agriculture Department 
only, but later on it is hoped to include papers prepared and submitted by 
investigators in the State agricultural colleges and experiment stations. 


TARIFF AND INCOME TAX 


The Superintendent of Documents is advised by the Treasury Department 
that all regulations and rulings relating to the collection of the income tax and 
the enforcement of the new tariff law will be printed in the weekly edition 
of Treasury decisions, a periodical for which the Superintendent of Documents 
maintains a subscription list, mailing the weekly numbers to any address 
promptly on their publication for $1.75 a year. 

The same matters will also be printed in permanent form later. For instance, : 
a new volume of Customs regulations will appear when operations under the 
new law shall have become settled by official practice and precedent and judicial 
procedure, and the same may be said of the Internal revenue decisions. The 
revision of the Customs regulations is a huge task and may take a year. The 
new regulations will not be so long in appearing in a collected edition, however, 
as the semiannual bound volume of the weekly Treasury decisions will be issued 
in January next. But business can not wait for such permanent forms of pub- 
lication. The weekly Treasury decisions will supply the earliest printed infor- 
mation of official action under the new statutes, and every man engaged in 
business operations likely to be affected would do well to arrange for receiving 
the Decisions as soon as printed. This will be found much more satisfactory 
than writing letters of inquiry to the Treasury Department or to the Superin- 
tendent of Documents, as thousands of business men in all parts of the country 
are now doing. These matters can not be satisfactorily attended .to by corre- 
spondence. Subscribers to the weekly Treasury decisions may rest assured that 
they are thus getting the earliest possible official information, and all that any- 
body can get.

The 
sheets of which it is composed are protected without reference to bye divisions, 
and are designated by some eooret town or natural feature found on them. Three 
seales are ordinarily used, 1: 62,500, 1:125,000, and 1: 250,000. These correspond, 
approximately, to 1 mile, 2 miles, and 4 miles to 1 linear inch, covering, respectiv vely, 
average areas of 230, 920, ‘and 3, 700 square miles. For some areas of particular impor- 
tance special large- scale maps are published. The size, unless otherwise given, is about 
17.5 inches in height by 11.5 to 16 inches in width, exclusive of the margin, the width 
varying with the latitude. A description of the ‘topographic map is printed on the 
reverse of each sheet. 

Nearly two-fifths of the area of the country, excluding outlying possessions, has been 
mapped, every State being represented. Massachusetts, Connecticut, Rhode Island, New 
Jersey, and the District of Columbia are completely mapped. Sheets of the regular size 
are sold by the Survey at 10c. each; but in lots of 50 or more copies, whether of the 
same sheet or of different sheets, the price is 6c. each. In no case can orders be filled 
at the wholesale rate unless the sum remitted solely for topographic maps amounts 
to at least $3.00.
